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Red card for 

domestic 

violence 


THE ROYAL borough has launched a new 
phase in its ongoing campaign to combat 
domestic violence. 

Newly designed posters are being displayed in 
on-street adverts, local buses and train stations 
and also in public buildings, including community 
centres, police stations, libraries, schools and 
children’s centres. 

It comes on the back of research which shows a 
link between major sporting events and the level 
of domestic abuse reported in England and Wales, 
particularly during large sporting events such as 
the Football World Cup which started last week. 

The royal borough has issued a new set of football- 
themed posters warning the perpetrators and 
reminding victims where they can get help. 

Crime figures for the borough released earlier this 
year showed an overall fall in crime for the 5th year 
running but a 16.5 % increase in domestic offences. 

The council with key partners officially launched 
the Royal Greenwich Against Domestic Violence 
and Abuse Campaign earlier this year. Set up to 
tackle violence and abuse in the home, it involves a 
range of initiatives designed to raise awareness of 
the issue and encourage victims and their families 
or friends to report assaults and abuse. 

The campaign is supported by local police, health 
services and local charities Housing for Women and 
The Her Centre. 

A key part of the drive is the new Domestic 
Violence and Intervention Team (DVIT) a four- 
strong group of specially trained police officers led 
by a detective inspector. 

The team, funded by the royal borough, has been 
launched to provide a round the clock response 
to reports of abuse and violence. It also helps

a hint of whatever 
will be in January? 

• RECENTLY, a colleague and I needed 
to travel by train from London Bridge to 
Woolwich. 

We discovered that London Bridge had 
been demolished, that signage was 
misleading and that tickets could only be 
purchased from machines - few of which 
were working. 

This does not bode well for next January, 
onwards, when travellers on the 
Greenwich line will not be able to travel 
to Charing Cross directly (Greenwich 
trains will not stop at London Bridge 
and passengers will be obliged to use the 
Underground or bus from Cannon Street, 
adding time and expense to the journey). 

I discovered that my colleague 
knew nothing about the impending 
disruptions. 

Subsequent discussions with friends and 
perusals of social sites brought about the 
realisation that very few people in the 
area know about this, although it raised 
several issues concerning travel to work, 
shops and entertainment in the West End 
and, more worryingly, how residents will 
be impeded from visiting Guy’s and St 
Thomas’s Hospitals. 

While I realise that the works will 
eventually bring much-needed 
improvements to the service, there 
appears to be absolutely no information 
about this at any of the railway stations 
- London Bridge included - and very little 
has been written about it in the local 
press. I would be grateful if you could do 
something to highlight this situation. 

Deborah O'Boyle, Plumstead Common 
A spokesman for Southeastern rail said: 
"Greenwich line services will see timetable 
changes from Monday January 1 2, 201 5 
and will be affected throughout the four- 
year period that the Thameslink work at 
London Bridge will cover. The layout of the 
tracks around London Bridge will change 
during the work to mean that Greenwich line 
trains can no longer continue to Waterloo 
East and Charing Cross. We are providing 
additional Cannon Street services as an 
alternative and working with the Department 
forTransport and Transport for London to 
agree arrangements for ticket acceptance on 
other services. We believe that passengers 
should not be out of pocket as a result of 
the changes and are working towards that 
aim. Once the Department forTransport has 
confirmed arrangements we will begin to 
communicate options to our customers and 
we anticipate a series of pushes over the next 
six months to make sure that our customers 
are both well-informed about the changes 
and knowledgeable about their travel options 
during the work.

CHILDREN at Charlton Manor 
Primary School learnt about D-Day 
first hand when two veterans of the 
beach landings which led to the end 
of the Second World War paid them 
a visit. 

Harry Card, was just 19 and Joe Hoadley 
17 when they were part of the Allied 
Forces which landed on the beaches of 
Normandy 70 years ago. 

The D-Day landings took place between 
June 6 and 17, 1944, with half a million 
troops pushing inland in France on their 
way to liberating Europe. 

The men spoke to the school’s 400 pupils 
in assembly, with one playing ‘There’ll be 
bluebirds over the white cliffs of Dover’ 
on a harmonica as the other sang as they 
talked about Dame Vera Lynn, the forces 


sweetheart famous for entertaining 
troops. 

They spent further time with Year 4 
pupils, helping them with their work on 
the Second World War. 

Harry described how his landing craft 
picked up 93 Swedish men after their boat 
was torpedoed by a German U boat. 

Joe landed in Normandy on day five, and 
described his story, including becoming a 
prisoner of war in Belgium. 

Joe described to the children how he had 
landed on day five and been sent straight 
to the front. 

On the way, they were given the option 
of digging a trench or lying on the ground 
to sleep. 

Having not dug a trench, they woke up 
to find themselves under fire. 

Then, when his vehicle ended up in 
a ditch, he was captured and sent to a 
prisoner of war camp, which was liberated 
but not before the Allied Forces had tried 


to attack it, having been falsely informed 
it was a German stronghold. 

Headteacher Tim Baker said: “They told 
the children they were not heroes, all they 
were doing was the same as everyone 
else - trying to stop Hitler gaining more 
power. 

“The children have been reenacting 
the physical elements needed for D-Day 
in their PE lessons and describing 
the characteristics of Armed Forces 
personnel, such as brave and fearless. 

Mr Baker said: “One of them wrote ‘they 
put their plans for their futures aside for 
us’.” 

Pupils also put messages with thought 
candles, saying things such as ‘Thank 
you for fighting for our futures.” 

The veterans, who regularly do talks 
in schools, will return on July 4 as 
the children commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of the end of the First World 
War. 


Health sets a 
gold standard

HEALTHY eating has led to Charlton Manor 
Primary becoming the only primary school 
to receive the Healthy Schools London gold 
award. 

About 1,000 schools received awards, but 
there were only two golds - the other to a 
secondary school. 

Representatives of the school received the 
award at a presentation in City Hall. 

Headteacher Tim Baker said: "It's health 
in all its terms. It's healthy eating and the 
curriculum is built around it. 

"We also run three classes a week after 
school where parents get to cook with their 
children and have sessions for parents of 
children who are fussy eaters." 

Not only are the school meals healthy but 
the tuck ship Is stocked with items made by 
the chefs and they have an allotment. 

They also have a special area designated for 
pupils to calm down or use it as a place to talk 
to someone if they feel upset or angry.

to signpost victims to local agencies and 
supports them through the legal system 
and refers perpetrators to self help 
networks. 

Since its launch the team has targeted 
158 perpetrators, conducted 1,026 home 
welfare visits and obtained 41 restraining 
orders. 

DVIT leader Detective Inspector Scott 
Walker said: “Our specially trained 
team of detectives have the extra time 
and capacity to make meaningful 
interventions in domestic abuse 
situations - particularly those involving 
repeat victims and perpetrators. The 
cooperation of victims very much depends 
on building up relationships over the long 
term and this instils greater confidence 
in victims to support prosecution, or 
to make the life-changing decisions to 
escape abusive relationships. This has 
paid enormous dividends in combating 
repeat victimisation and offending.” 

The innovative work of the team 
will feature in a BBC Crimewatch 
documentary focusing on domestic ‘ 
violence at the end of the month.

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Police operation drives illegal motorists off the streets 


TEN vehicles were seized, 38 
tickets issued and two drivers 
arrested in an operation to drive 
uninsured and unroadworthy 
vehicles from the streets of Royal 
Greenwich. 

The first of its kind. Operation 
Sync, on June 6, proved very 
effective. One driver was arrested 


for being disqualified and the 
other for taking a vehicle without 
the owner's consent. 

Chief Superintendent Helen 
Miliichap of Greenwich said: 
"We're delighted to have seized 
these vehicles and made these 
arrests. 

"By working to deny criminals 


use of the roads and ensuring 
licensed venues uphold their 
responsibilities, we're showing 
the public what the Met is doing 
to keep London safe." 

The police-led exercise involved 
officers using a mobile ID Scan 
at the roadside for the first 
time to verify the authenticity 


of driver's documents. Local 
officers were supported by 
colleagues from the Met Special 
Constabulary (MSC) while 
Roads and Transport Policing 
(RATP) assisted in carrying out 
in-depth interrogation of ID 
documentations, insurance 
policies and driving licenses. 


War on illegal dgs 

£1 3,000 worth of tobacco and alcohol seized in raids by council and HMRC

ILLEGAL tobacco and alcohol with 
an estimated value of £13,000 has 
been seized from businesses in the 
royal borough. 

A joint operation took place between 
trading standards officers at the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich and HMRC and the 
Met Police on two days at the end of May. 

It was the second such operation, the 
first was in April, and involved specialist 
detection dog company Wagtail UK. 

In total, 47 properties have been visited 
so far, with items seized from 15 premises 
and further operations set to take place. 

The haul from the most recent 
investigation includes more than 14,800 
cigarettes, 11kg chewing tobacco and 
0.6kg of hand-rolling tobacco. 

These were all foreign labelled or 
suspected of being counterfeit or having 
had no duty paid on them. 

HMRC also seized 120 litres of spirits 
and 163 litres of wine. 

Last August, the council joined forces 
with five other South East London 
boroughs against the sale of illegal 
tobacco. It followed a survey of 1,700 
smokers which found that an estimated 
114 million illegal cigarettes, with a 
street value of more than £22m, were sold 
annually in the region. 

Four in 10 smokers interviewed in the 
survey indicated they had bought illegal 
tobacco and 80 per cent of those said they 
knew or had been introduced to the seller. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet member for 


community safety and environment, said: 
“The sale of illegal tobacco and alcohol 
has many damaging effects on our local 
communities and honest business owners. 

“It brings criminals and crime to the 
royal borough, as well as causing poor 
health. This has the clear potential to 
undermine the huge amounts of work 
done in education and in helping people 
quit as well as in dealing with crime.” 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, cabinet member 
for community wellbeing and public 
health said: “The availability of cheap 
illegal tobacco is a potentially big factor 


in recruiting young smokers and keeping 
older people smoking. 

“We believe there is a clear link between 
high smoking rates and availability of 
illegal tobacco.”

She made a pledge to improve the quality of their lives 
outlining her priorities which include fighting for more 
jobs, affordable housing, improved transport and air 
quality while tackling crime. 

The Abbey Wood ward councillor was officially elected 
as leader of the council at a council annual meeting on 
Wednesday last week. 

Cllr Hyland will also lead the Labour group, which 
increased its majority by three seats in the local 
elections in May. 

She said: “I feel an enormous sense of responsibility 
for the 254,000 residents, the businesses, public and 
private partners as well as for the council’s 6,000 or so 
staff. 

“But it is a huge privilege and I do feel I’m a custodian 
- the baton has been passed to me and it’s so important 
to get it right,” she told GT. 

The former English and drama teacher worked at 
two Greenwich schools and at Greenwich Community 
College before her election to Shooters Hill ward in 2006, 
fulfilling a long-held ambition to become a councillor. 

Speaking as the first woman to be council leader in 
the borough, she added: “I hope to foster good working 
relations both internally in the council and with our 
partners. I want communities to feel empowered. 

“I do want to listen to what communities are telling 
us and we’ll do this through many avenues whether it’s 
through community groups such as the friends of parks, 
housing panels and residents associations or the Great 
Get Together. The agenda is so full but as a council we 
need to listen to our residents and businesses.” 

She added: “Initially it’s about dealing with the 
coalition’s cuts in a way that has least impact on 
frontline services. Importantly, we need to protect 
preventative services where the provision of a service 
actually helps to solve problems.” 

Highlighting her priorities for the year ahead the 
former cabinet member for regeneration, enterprise and 
skills, said: “I want to see growth and ensure business is 
investing in the borough. Through that we plan to get a 
good supply of jobs for people. 

“We’ll focus on getting people off benefits and into 
work as we know people are better off in work. And 
we want to give people the skills that are required by 
providing the skills training for people to access.” 

And she stressed: “Housing is the biggest single issue 
for people at the moment. We want to see a ready supply 
of affordable housing and we’re working hard to get 
more grant aid so we can bring more affordable housing 
to the borough. 

“We want to improve the economic prosperity of 
everyone and we want developers and business to 
actively invest in our borough. One of our key priorities 
is better and more efficient transport and we will, for 
example, continue to argue the case with Transport for 
London for a DLR link to Eltham and Thamesmead.” 

The council leader focused on the difficulty of 
balancing the need for good transport with the need to 
improve people’s health through improved air quality. 

“Improved transport infrastructure is key to the 
regeneration of the borough.” 

She said there would be continued council investment 
in VOCU, the borough’s Violent and Organised Crime 
Unit set up in partnership with borough police in 2008. 

“We are very pleased about the work being done in 
lowering crime and making Greenwich a safer place.” 

She continued: “When we had the tragedy of Lee Rigby 
it reminded us how strong we are and how stronger 
we are together. We faced adversity but it brought us 
together rather than driving us apart. New populations 
are arriving but largely we are a stable community.” 

Cllr Hyland also paid tribute to Cllr Chris Roberts who 
was council leader for 14 years. 

“There has been fantastic commitment to the borough 
and vision. Looking back on the last 14 years so much 
has been achieved: we’ve seen the white elephant of the 
Dome become the 02, the development of the peninsula 
and Kidbooke and Woolwich included in Crossrail. His 
focus has always been on improving the lives of people 
who live and work here. 

“I am committed to a Greenwich that has better 
transport, a cleaner, safer, healthier environment and 
safer streets. We want to make it a place where people 
are happy to live and work and continue to be proud of.”

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order.

the Football Association. 

Kay said: “It’s been 
unbelievable for us - a real 
lifeline. 

“My husband died three 
years ago and they are an 
incredible group of people 
who have really seen us 
through. When you have 
a disabled child you feel 
isolated, as do they.” 

Emily has been a part of 
the successful Greenwich 
Powerchair Football Club 
who currently top their 
South East division, having 
“not been able to score a 
goal this time last year”, said Kay. 

They were presented with the FA 
Charter Standard award, which rewards 
high standards of provision, including 
for coaching and child protection, when 
a large throng of athletes, parents and 
supporters attended a 10th anniversary 
party at Charlton Athletic last week. 

Emily, 13, has celebral palsy and water on 
the brain and walks with the aid of a frame 
and, for sport, competes in the wheelchair. 

She said of the league: “It makes a 
difference to me because if it wasn’t for 
them I wouldn’t be able to do sports. With 
the special league I can join in with the 


others. 

“As a result of wheelchair 
football. I’ve met three boys 
and with a couple of others 
we will all go to the cinema 
and other places. 

“I didn’t really have the 
confidence to go out on my 
own before.” 

Shea French-Gibbens, 
Kieron Gibbons and Kyle 
Alexander - whom she has 
known since nursery - are 
the others who are looking 
to maintain top spot in the 
wheelchair league in the 
next round of games in 
September. 

The league’s activities go 
from stren^h to strength.

A “LIFE LINE”, something that 
“keeps me calm” and “something 
that stops me just sitting indoors”. 

These are just three phrases used 
to describe the South London Special 
League this week, by the people who have 
been using the services of a charity that 
provides sporting opportunities for people 
with disabilities. 

Last Wednesday, representatives of the 
league’s adult teams played against a 
House of Commons team as part of their 
10th anniversary celebrations.
